One hundred and fifty thousand tons 
of barley were taken from the brewers 
and malted on March 1 and a further 
200,000 tons would be saved yearly by 
restricting the standard of barrelage 
and using substitutes which are vast- 
ly more economical. 

The brewing materials for 1918-1919, 
Mr. Clynes added, would be equivalent 
to 612,000 tons of shipping, compared 
to 1,500,000 tons early in the war. The 
brewing material would amount to 
something less than three per cent of 
the solid food ration and from one-third 
to one-fourth of these materials could 
be recovered in the form of animal 
food.

On 
returning the Zeppelin fleet was put 
to rout by the French, five of the dirig- 
ibles being brought down.

Projectors Destroyed by 
| Americans — Constant 
| Raids by Pershing’s Men 
Getting on Nerves of Ger- 
mans. 


With the American Army in France, 
March 13.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
There was greater artillery activity 


by the Americans on the Toul sector 
Tuesday than at any time since they 
took possession there. 

The American artillery completely 
obliterated a German position, in which 
two hundred gas projectors had been 
set up ready for a gas attack. The 
projectors were discovered late yes- 
terday in a photograph taken from 
high in the air. 

As soon as they were definitely lo- 
cated, there was a great concentration 
of American artillery fire, and the 
projectors and the entire position were 
destroyed. In-the last gas attack upon 
American troops only 756 projectors 
were used. The new attack, therefore, 
had been planned on a much more ex- 
tensive scale. 

Found Dead Germans. 

Ahe American forces northwest of 
Toul carried out an important raid-on 
the German lines Monday night. The 
artillery preparation. lasted forty-five 
minutes and the Americans entered the 
German defenses as far as.the second 
line. They found a numBer of German 
dead from shell fire, and some of those 
who were retreating were shot down. 

The American pioneers accompany- 
ing the infantry blew up enemy dug- 
outs. No prisoners were taken, chiefly 
because of the fact that the Germans 
did not remain to fight, but ran pre- 
cipitately at the approach of the 
Americans. All the Americans return- 
ed to their own lines, and considerable 
information was secured. 


troops east of Luneville, which was 
designated formerly merely as being 
in ‘Lorraine, has developed suddenly 
into one of the ‘most active on the 
front, from the standpoint of artillery 
fighting. American artillerymen are 
hurling thousands of shells daily 
against the German positions, making 
it virtually impossible for the enemy 
to occupy them. Investigation shows 
that they have been virtually aban- 
doned. This is especially true in the 
neighborhood of certain places north- 
west and northeast of Badonviller 
where, it is now permissible to say, 
the two. raids mentioned as having 
been carried out simultaneously took 
pléce. 
Balked German Plan. 

* Certain information obtained in the 
American sector northwest of Toul 
leads to the conclusion that the Amer- 
ican raid there Monday came at 
such a time as to cause the Ger- 
mans to abandon plans of their own 
for a raid. 

Artillery fighting continues in this 
sector, shells falling on towns on 
eboth ides of the line. At pone 
place Fine Germans used musterd 
shells.** A small number of Americans 
walked through the gas later. Monday 
night an American patrol brought in 
an enemy sniper’s camouflage suit, 
made of woven brownish colored grass, 
the same shade as the landscape. 

Conditions were excellent for fly- 
ing, and many hostile and friendly 
planes were in the air. In virtually 
every allied plane there was an Amer- 
ican observer. Once or twice the Amer- 
icans went close enough to the Ger- 
mans to try their machine guns, but 
without results. One plane in which 
there was an American went far back 
of the enemy lines. It was the target 
for hundreds of enemy shells, which 
seemed to burst all around it. On 
returning the Americans admitted that 
they seemed pretty thick, but he was 
}unharmed. 

Along the Chemin des Dames the 
crew of a German raider which fell at 
Clamecy Monday night was made pris- 
oner by American soldiers. The Ger- 
mans later were turned over to the 
French.

Among many other impor- 
tam institutions it contains the Impe- 
Trial New Russian university, founded 
in 1866. 

Odessa is the largest shipping point 
of Russia, immense quantities of grain 
produced in southern Russia passing 
through it. Its situation near the 
great waterways of the Dnieper and 
the Dniester makes it.the natural out- 
let for the exports of the southwestern 
provinces.

‘The abuses 
to which attention has been called 
surely tend to overload facilities and 
congest traffic, especially on party 
lines. They materially lower the qual- 
ity of service and provoke ‘a train of 
“complaints that are as varied as Hu- 
man irritability.’ ” 

Of the free use of telephones kept 

in stores for advertising purposes, the 

commission says: 

“The observations clearly show an 
extensive use of the telephone facili- 
ties of the petitioner by thousands who 
pay nothing toward providing those 
facilities, but by their unauthorized 
use interfere with and hinder service 
to bona fide subscribers who pay for 
the facilities furnished and who alone 
are entitled to their use.” 


“Details for the operation of the new 
regulations will be worked out as rapid- 
ly as possible,” an official of the tele- 
phone company stated last night. 

“It is not possible for us to say right 
now whether these details can be com- 
pleted by April 1, the date specified in 
the order of the commission, or not,’’ he 
continued, “but ample announcement 
will be made of the date on which the 
new regulations will go into eeffct.” 

The two rulings of the commission 
to be enforced by the company follow: 


1. It is authorized to instruct its op- 
erators to decline to answer inquiries for 
the time of day, or like inquiries not con-

‘MRS. ARCHIE ROOSEVELT 
PROUD OF HER HUSBAND. 

Boston, March 13.—“I am proud of 
my husband,” Mrs. Archie B. Roose- 
velt said today, when informed of 
the cable message received by Col- 

. onel Roosevelt stating that he had 
been wounded in action. 

Although cablegrams were sent to 
Captain Roosevelt several weeks 
ago announcing the birth of a son, 
Mrs. Roosevelt said no answer had 
been received ahd that the family 
had been unable to learn whether 


they had reached him. 


New York, March 13.—Archibald B. 
Roosevelt, a son of Theodore Roose- 
velt, has been wounded in action with 
the American forces in France. A 
cablegram was received today at the 
colonel’s office here. Young Roose- 
velt is a captain. 

The message came from Theodore 
Roosevelt, Jr., a major with the Ameri- 
can expeditionary troops. It reads: 

“Archie wounded by shrapnel slight- 
ly in leg. Arm broken, but not badly. 
No danger. Ted.” 

“I am as proud of my four boys as I 
ean be,” Colonel Roosevelt said when 
informed by his secretary, Miss Jose- 
phine Stryker, over the telephone at 
his home in Oyster Bay, where the 
former president is recuperating from 
his recent illness. “As long as Archie 
was not __§ killed, everything is all 
right.”’ 

Earlier in the day the colonel had 
received unofficial information that 
a French general had decorated 
“Archie” with the cross of war for 
gallantry in action. With details 
lacking as to how “Archie” received 
his wounds, the colonel said he as- 
sociated the receipt of the cross with

this exploit. 

Before Major Roosevelt’s cablegram 
regarding his brother was received it 
had been assumed that the cross was 
conferred upon “Archie” in connection 
with an experience he had earlier in 
the war. Regarding this earlier ex- 
perience the colonel said he had re- 
ceived word that “Archie” had led a 
raiding party out in No Man’s Land at 
night and that he. was under fire. At 
the time the colonel was talking an- 
nouneement had been made that 
“Archie” had been jumped from second 
lieutenant to captain, and the colonel 
assumed that it was for that action.

Washington, March 18.—Today’s 
casualty list issued by the war depart- 
ment carries the names of six men 
killed inaction, two dead of wounds, 
seven dead of disease, two wounded 
severely and eleven slightly wounded.

It is officially stated that France is “un- 
conditionally” in favor of Japanese inter- 
vention in Siberia. 

Great Britain’s attitude “tis contingent 
upon America;” and America is hesitating 
for fear of “arousing united Russian hos- 
tility.” 

Simmered down, it would seem that our 
own misgivings as to Russia and our timidity 
with reference to the Russian attitude is 
the whole thing that is blocking the game 
in the far east and keeping tied‘one of the 
hands of the allies. 

Japan is a force of tremendous poten- 
tlality in this war, and, from the lay view- 
point, at least, this force should be put be 
hind the common cause. It showed what it 
could do early in the war and wiiile the 
United States was neutral, in uprooting the 
German machine in Asia and scouring the 
Pacific clean of German ships and influ- 
ence; and for that the United States, of all 
of the allied nations, now has much to be 
thankful! 

It is stated that Japan is ready and anx- 
ious to act—standing like a “live” locomo- 
tive with tender laden, boilers hot, steam 
up, panting and eager for the signal to “go 
ahead!” from its associate governments— 
and it is hard for the laity the world over 
to understand why America hesitates to 
give the word. 

As for Russian approval or disapproval, 
why hesitate on that score? 

Experience of the last few months has 
taught us, if it has taught us anything, that 
Russian approval this morning might turn 
into Russian opposition before night. And, 
suppose Russia—that is, Lenine and his 
‘coterie of fellow anarchists and traitors— 
objects to Japan coming in—they can do no 
more than they have already done to betray 
the allies and further the cause of the Huns. 

It seems to The Constitution that the 
United States, with its war associates con- 
- eurring, would be doing a wise, a prudent, 
a strategic and a helpful thing in telling 
Japan to go ahead in Siberla—the sooner 
and the harder the stroke the better. 

It may be the very thing, and the only

Tardily and under Berlin ae ‘the | 
world is “beginning to recognize the real 
meaning of the latest of the German parti- 
tions of Russia, that which cuts off the 
districts of Batum and surrenders the sur- 
viving fraction of the Armenian race to 
Turkish messacre. By this new arrange- 
ment Germany has acquired a road to the 
Indian frontier, independent of the Bagdad 
railroad and on the flank of the British 
forces in Mesopotarmia. 

A generation ago when Anglo-Russian 
rivalry in Agia seemed the one menace to 
world peace, when Kipling was writing of 
the “Bear That Walks Like a Man,” Russian 
engineers were pushing a railroad. line 
straight down to the frontier of Afghanistan 
and the possible attempt of the czar to in- 
vade India through Khyber Pass filled the 
foreign dispatches of that period. Britain 
at Kandahar watched with ever-growing 
anxiety the approach of Russia to Herat. 
The Japanese war changed all this, and the 
arrangements between Britain and Russia in 
1907, which divided Persia and liquidated 
Anglo-Russian contests, closing a long 
chapter of international] rivalry. 

But the railroads which Russia had con- 
atructed remained. One of them, leaving 
the Black sea at the great oil port of 
Batum, passed over the Transcaucasian ré- 
gion to the Caspain, terminating at the port 
of Baku. East of the Caspian another rail- 
road ran straight east along the Persian 
frontier until it reached Merv and from Merv 
it sent a branch down toward Herat, the 
branch which figured in all the alarming 
gossip of twenty-five years ago, when Rus- 
sia and Britain were expected. to fight for 
India in the wilds of Afghanistan. 

By the first of these two railroads Rus- 
ria gained her approach to Persia, for the 
chief branch of this Batum-Baku line turn- 
ing south to Kare and Erivan reaches the 
Persian frontier north of Tabriz, it Julfa, 
on the Araxes, and was to have been extend- 
ed to Tabriz. By it Russien troops were 
sent to Tabriz during the troubles of a dec- 
ade ago, troubles made familiar to the 
American public by the role played by Mor- 
gan Schuster, who sought to block both 
Russian and British ambitions in Persia. 

Germany Wanted Bagdad Line. 

At the outset of the present war Ger- 
many hoped to make use of the Bagdad 
railway, both to’ approach the frontiers of 
Egypt through Palestine and to reach the 
Persian gulf below Bagdad. Near the head 
of the Persian gulf, north of the port of 
Basra are some of the greatest oil districts 
of the world and these were the prise for 
which both Britain and Germany gambled in 
the first year of the conflict, but, despite 
their disaster at Kut-el-Amara, the British 
won and the oil fields remained in her hands. 

As the war progressed the British from 
India and from ‘Hgypt took to the offensive 
in Mesopotamia and in Palestine and Bag- 
dad and Jerusalem are now in British hands, 
together with considerable territory north of 
both cities. Temporarily the German ad- 
vance along the Bagdad railroad to the Per- 
sian Gulf and along the Syrian and Hedjaz 
railroads to Egypt is blocked. As it now 
stands the end of the war is likely to see 
the British well established in Arabian Tur- 
key. 

Foiled in their original tntention the Ger- 
mans have now turned the British flank by 
one of the most daring ventures. With the 
creation of the independent Ukrainian state 
and the fall of Rumania, the Black sea has 
become a German lake, that is, it is domi- 
nated by the allies of the kaiser. Constan-

Aiming at India. 

Nor does the German scheme halt at the 
seizure of the railroads. All this region, 
Transcaucasia, Persia, Turkestan is includ- 
ed in the Pan-Turanian movement. lMere 
the Germans, with the assistance of the 
Turks, hope to organize the Mohammedan

league against the British to the south and 
the Russians to the north, and this Pan- 
Turanian league, alliance, coalition, is to be 
the basis of an eventful German advance 
through the Hindu-Kush to Kabul and Kada- 
har. 

The scheme is far from being as fantastic 
as it seems. The railroads exist. Unlike 
the Bagdad &nd Hedjaz raillways they are 
beyond the reach of allied armies operating 
either from Egypt or India. Just as long 
as the Black sea is dominated by the Ger- 
mans and Turkey remains a German ally, 
there is nothing of a military character to 
interfere with the transportation of German 


troops across eastern Asia to Afghanistan. 


And, if they choose, the Germans can, as @ 
prelude to their advance upon India, send 
troops through Persia to turn the flank of 
the British at Bagdad, attacking them both 
by an advance down the Tigris and Buphra- 
tes along the Bagdad railroad and on the 
flank from Tabriz, 

But more than all else Germany hopes 
to rouse the millions of Mohammedans in 
this regions and to spread an unrest and .re- 
bellion which will precede her armies on 
the march to India. The seizure of the oil 
wells of Batum is an important economic 
step, but the political design surpasses ‘the 
economic. Germany is opening a road to 
India beyond reach of British armies. She 
is making sure her communications by 
crushing Rumania and binding the Ukraine 
to her by special treaties. She has broken 


Russia and seized Russia’s eastern roadway. 


She has acquired those Russian ambitions of 
a quarter of a centry ago and means to use 
the machinery created by the Russians to 
realize those Slav dreams. 

Such is the true significance of the latest 
Russo-German treaty, a meaning now pro- 
claimed by Berlin frankly. It opens a new 
page in Anglo-German rivalry. Unless Ger- 
man power over Turkey is broken and Ger- 
man control of the Black sea abolished, any 
peace will be but a prelude to a new war

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HEALTH TALKS

NONE IN OUR FAMILY. 
Such assurances as this occur in many 
letters from readers of these talks: 

i kaw I do not for a moment think 
it is tubercular, for there is no tuber- 
culosis either in my wife’s family or in 
mine.”’ 


A diagnosis of tuberculosis is never made 
on the family history. And if it were, the 
history wouldn’t amount to a row of sifucks, 
because every family has its share of cases 


of twherculosis, cancer, Bright’s disease, 
heart ‘disease, arterial hardening and other 


conditions popularly supposed to “run in 
families.” 


As far as is known today a given disease 
“runs in the family” just as much as the 
unhygienic habits and customs which cause 
it to run in the family. Certainly tubercu- 
losis is not inherited. And there is no scien- 
tific evidence that cancer or a tendency to 
cancer is inherited. We do not kiéw the 
cause of cancer end therefore we cannot 
speak so positively about the question of 
heredity in this instance. We do know the 
cause of tuberculosis, and we know the pre- 
disposing conditions which favor its lighting 
up, so we can be sure that tuberculosis is not 
inherited. It is too often conveyed through 
the intimate personal contact of family life, 
but the incident of relationship is of no 
importance whatever. 


You and I are as likely to have tuber- 
culosis or cancer or Bright's disease or heart 
muscle failure or arterial hardening as any 
of our neighbors or friends who seem and 
look quite well now. 

And, in passing, we like to think our 
readers are now so weil informed to be 
misled by suggestion that their trouble is 
‘not organic.” Of course, if all the ongans 
were right you wouldn't be having any 
trouble, There is no humanly possible dis- 
tinction between “merely functional” and 
“organic” disease. Disease is nothing but 
altered function. 

Another thing we wish our friends would 
forget to write about is appetite. A good 
appetite is the death of many & poor soul. 
A good appetite often precipitates apoplexy. 
Loss of appetite is as a rule a good thing for 
the individual. Anyhow he gaine nothing by 
swallowing medicine which purports to re- 
store the appetite.

“March 13.«(Special.)—Women have in- 


vaded the bailiwick of the bootlegger, 
and fair purveyors of fiery beverages 
have been reaping a rich harvest among 
the soldiers traveling on passenger 
trains from cities in the east and north 
to training camps in‘ the south. 

St. Louis is believed to be one of 
the “headquarters” of the female law-. 
breakers and it is believed hundreds 
of galions of whisky has been brought 
out of the Missouri city and sold, in 
small quantities, to passengers, pre- 
ferably soldiers, traveling on south- 
bound trains. 

This information has been transmit- 
ted to headquarters of the Thirty-sev- 
enth division at Camp Sheridan by the 
commanding officer of the 112th mili- 
tary police, and it is believed by mili- 
tary men that the war department 
will be advised to institute some ac- 
tion to put an immediate stop to the 
practice. 

Reports received recently at head- 
quarters of the military police led the 
commanding officer to make an in- 
vestigation, and his men reported that 
such practices Wiad been carried on for 
some time. The plan of the women, 
according to officers, is to leave St. 
Louis or other cities with suit cases 
filled with. pint and half-pint bottles 
of liquor, trusting to the fact that 


they are women to keep them clear of 
detectives and policemen. On the trains 
they “select” their “customers,” engage 
them in conversation, lead the conver- 
sation to the ‘subject of liquor and, if 
they consider it safe, tell the “cus- 
tomer” they can supply his needs in 
the booze line. 

Prices charged for the whisky have 
been outrageously high, according to 
the data gathered by the investigators, 
but they point out that price is of lit- 
tle importance if a man wants whisky 
in dry territory; hundreds of soldiers 
daily are traveling from their homes 
in the north dnd east to camps in the 
south and it is beHeved there has been 
a heavy demand. 

The high price that some soldiers 
have been willing to pay for whisky 
of any sort, according to officers, was 
the reason for the scores of wildcat 
stills which recently sprung into ex- 
istence in Elmore county and which 
caused that county to be closed to the 
men from Camp Sheridan; more than 
a dozen of the Elmore stills have been 
destroyed by the military police, much 
whisky and rum is being held for evi- 
dence and several persons are under 
arrest as a result of the military po- 
in Elmore. 

The “evidence” gathered in -by Col- 
onel Crossan’s men is made up Of corn 
whisky and a rum made from sugar 
cane juice.

What part are Georgia negro select- 
men playing in the present war? What 
is their attitude towards America’s 
cause? With what spirit are they as- 
suming the hard duties of the national 
army? 

These are questions that few Geor- 
gians have gaused to ask themselves 
during the excitement of the present 
world war, and yet when the idea of 


soldier in the big and bloody game is 
first conceived it lingers in the brain 
with a strange and persistent fascina- 
tion. 

All Georgians and all soytherners 
are well acquainted with the _ lazy, 
shiftless and happy-go-lucky darky of 
peace times. They know his habits, 
his vanities, his virtues and his faults, 
and so well do they ‘know him that 
there is very little interesting for them 
in the study of his character and 
thoughts. 

War Works Change. 

But even one who is totally unac- 
quainted with the typical southern ne- 
gro can detect at a moment’s notice the 
vast difference between the dozing 
fellow of leisure times and the neat, 
khaki-clad, soldierly darky of the pres- 
ent national emergency. 

It would seem that the negro has in 
some way caught a spark of the in- 
tense spirit of patriotism and wide- 
awakeness that is. dominant in 


the manhood of the United States in 
grappling in a death struggle with the 
grim powers of Germany, and the great 
and complete change that this spark 
has wrought is almost unbelievable. 

At Camp Gordon, where hundreds of 
blacks are now in training for foreign 
service in the fighting forces of Uncle 
Sam, the men who are going about the 
hard and racking work of preparing 
with a smile and a cheerful word in- 
clude the negroes of the colored train- 
ing battalions of the 157th Depot bri- 
gade. 

Negroes Working Hard.

the first troops trained at Gordon to 
see service in France were negroes. 
This fact was\announced by officials of 
the Eighty-second division and was 
published after the arrival of the co!- 
ored troops in Europe.

Even 
in the days when the south and the 
north met in civil war and when the 
old and young masters were at the 
front, one*white woman could stay at 
home in perfect safety and direct the 
work of a hundred colored men, women 
and children in the cotton fields.

Elimination of the tax provision re- 
sults from initial use of the new sen- 
ate rule prohibiting conferees from 
writing new matter into a bill. A point 
of order by Senator Frelinghuysen, of 
New Jersey, republican, against the tax 
clause, was upheld today by Vice Presi- 
dent Marshal, and sustained by the sen- 
ate 51 to 23. The bill then was re- 
turned to conference, where the orig- 
inal tax section, providing that state 
taxes and railroad regulations. shall 
not be interfered with so far as they 
are consistent with federal control, 
was reinserted.
